Introduce live fish in Park waters or transfer live fish from one body of water to 
another body of water in a Park, unless authorized by the Director. 

Have in possession more than the ten permitted. (Exclusive of perch).

Unless otherwise authorized by these regulations, no person shall fish for, 
take, or kill, 

(a) in one day, more than twleve game fish, two of which may be over 20 
inches in length, except in the Northern District no person shall take, 
kill, or have in possession more than twelve game fish, three of which 
may be over 20 inches in length; provided that in any district there 
shall be no bag limit on kokanee;

You will not be required to return your licence, but in order to obtain in- 
formation on the steelhead fishery, anglers will be sampled by questionnaire.

A resident under the age of seventeen years may angle in Algonquin, 
Lake Superior or Quetico Provincial Parks if he is accompanied by a member of 
his family who has a licence, but the fish which he takes shall be a part of the catch 
limit of the holder of the licence. 


A non-resident organized camp licence is available to groups of at 
least five boys or girls under the age of seventeen when accompanied by an adult 
in charge. The fee for the camp licence is $2.00 per person excluding adults who 
are required to have a non-resident angling licence. 


A resident organized camp licence is available for use in Algonquin, 
Lake Superior and Quetico Provincial Parks to groups of at least five boys or girls 
under the age of seventeen when accompanied by an adult in charge. The fee for 
the camp licence is $1.00 per person excluding adults who are required to have a 
provincial park angling licence. 


A licence is not transferable and must not be loaned to any other person. 
An angler must have his licence on his person when fishing. 


No person shall refuse to produce and show his licence to an officer. 


BAIT-FISH 


Bait-fish means any member of the minnow family (cyprinidae), except 
carp and goldfish; the mudminnow family (Umbridae); the sucker family (catasto- 
midae); the stickleback family (Gasterosteidae); the trout-perch family (Percopsi- 
dae); the sculpin family (Cottidae); the genus Leucichthys of the whitefish family 
(Coregonidae); and the darter subfamily (Etheostomatinae) . 
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Lamprey of any species and at any species and at any stage of develop- 
ment must not be used for bait. 


An angler may take minnows and other bait-fish for personal use by 
means of a dip-net which is not more than three feet square or three feet in 
diameter, or with a bait-fish trap which is not greater than twenty inches in length 
or twelve inches in diameter, but he must not have more than fifty live biat-fish 
in his possession at one time during the period April lst to October 14th or more 
than an aggregate weight of forty pounds of bait-fish during the period from October 
15 to March 31st. 


Live bait-fish must not be released into waters other than those from 
which they were originally taken. 


In certain lakes, the use of live bait-fish is prohibited. (See Schedule 
11 of the Ontario Fishery Regulations). | 


Bait-fish may not be sold except under the authority of a bait-fish 
dealer's licence. 


No live bait-fish may be brought into Ontario without the consent of 
the Minister of Lands and Forests. 


TRANSPORTATION AND SALE 


No person shall transfer within Ontario or export any fish taken by angling that 
are skinned, cut or packages so as to make it impossible to identify the fish or 
determine their number or to determine their lengths if size limits are applicable. 
A small piece of skin for identification as to species, and packaging to permit 
easy counting, will save the angler inconvenience. Several fish should not be 
frozen into a solid block. 


A non-resident may on leaving Ontario take or export his lawful catch of one day's 
limit. 


No live fish or spawn may be brought into Ontario, or transferred from one body 
of water to another, without the consent of the Minister of Lands and Forests. 


It is not permissible to sell, offer for sale, buy or barter any maskinonge, brown 
trout, aurora trout or Atlantic salmon taken from Ontario waters. 


Smallmouth bass, largemouth bass, brook trout, rainbow trout, walleye, pike, 
lake trout or sturgeon may not be sold, offered for sale or barter, except under 
the authority of a licence.

LANDLOCKED SALMON (with certain exceptions):

STRIPED BASS, PICKEREL: 
No closed season. 
BLACK BASS: 
Season to be set later this spring. 
"Sport fish" includes Salmon, Trout and Black Bass. 
"Trout" includes Char, Speckled or Brook Trout, Grey Trout or Toque, 
Brown Trout or Lock Leven Trout, Rainbow Trout and Ouananiche or Land- 
Locked Salmon. 
"Grilse’ means a young Salmon. Any Grilse taken shall be classed as a 
Salmon so far as the catch limit is concerned. 


LICENCE FEES 


NON-RESIDENT 


A Non-Resident licence is required for angling on all waters in the Province 
open to non-residents except the Fundy National Park. 


This requirement also applies to individual non-resident owners or lessees 
of waters and to members and guests of clubs owning private waters or 
holding angling leases. 
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A Non-Resident licence does not convey the rifht of angling on Crown Leased 
Water or Private Water without the consent of the lessee or the owner. 


A Non-Resident is prohibited from angling on Crown Open Waters under 
Special Regulations and on Crown Reserve Waters except the Restigouche 
River Reserve Water where a daily rod licence is required. 


$25.50 -- Salmon, Trout, Pickerel, Bass or any sport fish -- Season 
Licence. Good for the holder and also authorizes the holder to purchase a 
Dependent's angling permit for his wife and each member of his immediate 
family sixteen years of age or under. Catches taken on Dependent's Ang- 
ling Permit shall be included in the licence holder's catch limit. 


$10.50 -- 7 day licence (good for all species) 

In addition to the licence non-residents must be in possession of a Federal 
permit to fish for Black Salmon. Permits may be obtained on application to 
the nearest Federal Fisheries Officer. 


$7.50 — Trout, Pickerel, Bass, or any kind of fish except Salmon -- Season 
Licence. Good for the holder and also authorizes the holder to purchase a 
Dependent's angling permit for his wife and each member of his immediate 
family sixteen years of age or under. Catches taken on Dependent's Ang- 
ling Permit shall be included in the licence holder's catch limit. 


$5.50 -- Trout, Pickerel, Bass or any kind of fish except Salmon -- 3-Day 
Tourist Licence. This licence authorizes the holder, his wife and immediate 
members of his family under sixteen years of age accompanying him to 

angle for all kinds of fish except Salmon, in Provincial Waters, located 
within a half-mile of any Provincial Highway. 


$5 .00 - Dependent's Angling Permit for dependents of holders of season 
licences. 


NON-RESIDENT ROD LICENCE: 


A non-resident rod licence is required for the Restigouche Reserve Waters 
-- Fee: $20.00 per rod per day. Serpentine River Reserve; $5.00 per 
rod per day. 


RESIDENT: 


A Resident Season Licence is required by all residents who have passed 
their 19th birthday for angling on all waters in the Province open to resi- 
dents except Crown Reserve Waters and waters within the boundaries of 
Fundy National Park. 


NOTE: A Resident Season Licence does not convey the right of angling on 
Crown Leased Waters or on any Private Water without the consent of the 
lessee or the owner. 
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$5 .00 — Season Licence authorizes the holder and his wife to angle for 
salmon, trout, pickerel, bass and any other fish. 


$2.50 — Season Licence authorizes the holder and his wife to angle for 
trout, pickerel, bass or any other fish except salmon. 


RESIDENT ROD LICENCE: 


A Resident Rod Licence is required for Crown Reserve waters: -- Resti- 
gouche River Reserve -- $10.00 per rod per day; Upsalquitch River Reserve | 
-- $5.00 per rod per day; Miramichi River Reserves -- $3.00 per rod per 
day including camp facilities; Nepisiguit River Reserve -- $1.00 per rod 
per day; Serpentine River Reserve -- $1.00 per rod per day. 


LIMITS AND GUIDES 
SALMON: 


Crown Open Waters under Special Regulations; 
Not more than two salmon, including grilse, in any one day. 
Penalty for exceeding catch limit, cancellation of licence. 


Crown Reserve Waters and all other Salmon Waters: 
Not more than four salmon, including grilse, in any one day and not more 
than twenty-one salmon, including grilse, in any one week. 


BLACK SALMON: 


Not more than five salmon may be hooked in one day by any angler, and not 
more than one Salmon per day may be retained by any angler and any other 
such Salmon shall be returned alive and uninjured to the water. 


TROUT (including Landlocked Salmon): 


Loch Lomand: No one shall fish for, catch or kill in Loch Lomand, Ot. 
John Country, in one day, by angling, or shall carry away a greater number 
of Brown or Eastern Speckled Trout than twelve in the aggregate. 


Chamcook Lakes: No one shall, in Chamcook Lakes, fish for or retain any 
Landlocked Salmon that is less than fourteen inches in length. No one shall 
fish for or take more than ten Landlocked Salmon in Chamcook Lakes in 
any one year. 


All other Trout Waters: No one shall fish for, catch or kill, in any one day 
by angling, or shall carry away a greater number of trout than in the aggre- 
gate shall weigh more than ten pounds, plus one trout, and no greater than 
twenty trout though the said number weigh less than ten pounds. 
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BLACK BASS, STRIPED BASS, PICKEREL: 
No limits. 


ATLANTIC SALMON ANGLING: 


Every holder of non-resident angling licence who fishes for Atlantic Salmon 
or in waters angled mainly for Salmon, must be accompanied by a licenced 
guide, except when wading or fishing from the shores of such waters when 
a party of three persons may be accompanied by the same guide. 


SPECIAL 


The Minister or the Director of Fish and Wildlife may issue a permit 
authorizing the holder thereof to fish without being accompanied by a licence 
guide to, (a) the holder of a non-resident Season licence, who is the sole 
owner or holder of fishing rights in the Province; (b) a non-resident who 
formerly has been a resident of the Province for a period of five years; (c) 
the holder of a non-resident season licence who owns a camp in the Province 
and who establishes his intention to fish or occupy the camp more than two 
weeks during the fishing season. 


NOTE: Holder or holders of angling licences employing a licenced guide 
shall include in his, her or their catch, fish taken by such guide while 
acting as his, her or their guide.

LICENSE FEES

A scheduled fishing area (Schedule "'B") is an area in which only 4 fishing 
is permitted following the dates placed opposite the areas listed.

The LaHave River including the North Branch below Sherbrook Lake, 
the Main Branch below New Germany Lake, and the west Branch be- 
low Rhyno Lake, but not including any other tributaries of that river 
or of those branches. 


The Mosher's River but not including its tributaries. 


That part of St. Mary's River, including the East and West Branches, 
lying within the County of Guysborough but not including any other 
tributaries of that river or any tributaries of those branches. 


The North River but not including its tributaries. Musquodoboit River 
from Crawford's Bridge to the Sea. 


That part of West River, Sheet Harbour from the confluence of Killag 
River to the sea. 


Gold River from the junction with the Larder River to the Sea. 


The Petite River from the Conquerail Power Plant to the Sea.

RESTRICTIONS ON SCHEDULED RIVERS 


No person shall, during the open season for salmon, fish in any river 
named in Schedule "B" after the date specified in the said schedule for such river 
with any natural or artificial bait or lure other than an artificial fly, that is, a 
single or double hook, dressed with silk, tinsel, wool, fur or feathers, or any 
combination of these or other materials commonly used in the making of artificial 
flies, without a spinning device, and without adding a weight to cause the fly 
sink. 


No person shall angle in any river named in Schedule "'B" during the open 
season between the hours of 9:30PM standard time and 5:00AM standard time. 
No person shall angle for salmon during the open season between the hours of 
9:30PM standard time and 5:00AM standard time. 


Angling for sport fish is prohibited from two hours after sunset to two 
hours before sunrise, and in the waters of Trout River and Lake Ainslie, angling 
for sport fish is prohibited from one hour after sunset to one hour before sunrise. 
The following areas are not subject to the aforementioned regulations during the 


- open season for trout: 


"That part of the East River, Sheet Harbour, Halifax County, known 
as the Marshall Flowage, from the crest of Marshall Dam upstream 
to a point one quarter of a mile below the confluence of Twelve Mile 
Stream and Fifteen Mile Stream, except the tributaries of that River" 
or 

"That part of the Mersey River, Queens County, from the crest of the 
dam at Cowie Falls (No. 6 Development) upstream to the dam at No. 
1 Development below Lake Rossignol, except the tributaries of that 
River" 

or 

"during the open season for black bass in Lake Banook and Lake Mic- 
mac in Halifax County”. 


GUIDES - 


A non-resident entering the woods must be accompanied by a licensed 
guide, one guide may accompany three fishermen. 

PLEASE NOTE: The above is not a complete transcript of the regulations.

Office. 

ALL THE ABOVE SEASONS, BAG LIMITS, REGULATIONS ARE SUBJECT 
TO CHANGE WITHOUT NOTICE. 

Amendments may appear at any time before or after the opening dates of 
the legal angling seasons each year. The regulations and amendments 
thereto are made by the Federal Government (the Department of Fisheries 
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and the National Parks Branch of the Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development ) at Ottawa. 

Protected Fishing Areas are those areas designated as rearing ponds for 
the propagation of fish or any lake or stream used for experimental pur- 


poses, 
Non Scheduled Fishing Areas includes all lakes and streams in Nova Scotia 


other than the aforementioned scheduled rivers and protected fishing areas.

The 
daily bag limit per licence holder will be 10 trout and 1 salmon, with a 
possession limit of 15 trout and 2 salmon. 
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GUIDES 


Non-residents fishing on scheduled (salmon) rivers must be accompanied by 
licenced guides in the proportion of one guide for each two non-residents. 


Non-residents travelling in a Forest Restricted area must be accompanied 
by a licenced guide. (Labrador is such an area each summer). 


GENERAL 


Non-residents under the age of fourteen years may be issued a licence to 
fish for salmon but they must be accompanied by licenced guides in the pro- 
portion required when fishing in scheduled (salmon) rivers. 


Residents under 14 years of age licenced to fish for salmon must be accom- 
panied by a licenced guide or an adult when fishing in scheduled (salmon) 
rivers.
